cating liquors" is the title on a bill 
introduced in the house of represen- 
tatives by Mr.. Yeaton of this city, 
and is known as House Bill 130. This! 
is the measure on which centers much 
interest. In tull, the bill is as fol- 
lows: 
* 


Section 1. The term "liquor," as 


ased in this act, includes and means 
«11 distilled and refined spirits, wines, 
fermented and malt liquors; and the 
word "person" shall include associa- 
tions, copartnerships, 
and 
corpora- 


tions. 


Sec. 2. No person shall sell, or ex- 


pose or keep for sale, intoxicating li- 
quors, except as authorized in this 
chapter; but the provisions'of this 
chapter shall not apply to the sale of 
cider in greater quantity than ten 
gallons, nor in any quantity when 
sold by the manufacturer at the 
press, or in an unfermented state; 
nor shall it apply to the sale or keep- 
ing for sal« of domestic wines, nor 
the sale of any foreign spirituous li- 
quor imported under the authority of 
the United States, bby the importer 
thereof, in the original casks or pack- 
ages in which it was imported. 


Sec. 3. In each town there shall 


be appointed by the board of select- 
men, a license board consisting of 
three members, and in each city 
which has not, at the date of the 
passage of this act, a police commis-

provide its license board with suitable 
quarters, and shall pay wich salaries 
as the city council or the selectmen 
shall froun time to time establish, 
and shall also pay all necesaary ex- 
pense incurred by said board, not to 
exceed, including salaries, eight hun- 
dred dollars in any one year. 


Sec. 7. Bach license board shall 


keep a record of its doings and bear- 
ings, and in cities shall make a quar- 
terly report of its doings to the board 
of aldermen, and in town* to the 
town clerk, each of whom shall forth- 
with record the same in a book kept 
for that purpose, and open to public 
inspection. Each 
board shall 
pre- 


scribe the form of application for li- 
cense, and may require any statement 
which may be made before it, and 
any papers which may be filed with 
it relative to application for license 
to be sworn to; and for ouch purpose 
any member may administer oaths.

It has been rumored about the 


trtreet* tor some days i?ast that the 
recently organized branch of the Boot 
and Shoe Workers' union among the 
lasters of Gale Brothers' factory, was 
having prepared a~ new < price list 
which was to he presented by the tm- 
ion officers, and in case of its non- 
acceptance by the firm, the lasters 
were all to go out on a strike until 
such a time as the firm would agree 
to accept the price list and agree to 
certain other conditions which -were 
to be made known when the list was 
presented. 


The directors of the Gale Brothers' 


factory have always taken the stand 
that they were not opposed to labor 
organizations, on the contrary they be- 
lieved they were productive of much 
good in certain directions; but they 
have also held that the conduct of a 
factory and prices could "only be reg- 
ulated properly by the officers of the 
concern, and hence, when satisfied 
from knowledge obtained of the 
in- 


tention of their workmen to demand 
higher wages they took action to sus- 
tain their position. The tasters were 
assembled in the office this morning 
and Gen. Gale spoke to theun, sub- 
stantially as follows: 
_ 


"Now 
boys, our relations with each 


other, up to the present time have 
been very pleasant, and I do not 
think any of you have ever had any 
cass of grievance, either in regard 
to prices or any other things that 
have come up in the shop that we 
were not always ready to listen to 
and put forth our best efforts to ad- 
just in a straightforward, manly fash- 
ion, always respecting your rights and 
privileges, and you respecting ours 
We think that we have gotten along 
very much better in that way than 
•we tfould have done, had you been 
broken up into factions and different 
organizations and undertaken to do 
your business through such organiza- 
tions. This has gone along pleasant- 
ly and agreeably until recntly; but 
now we understand that you have 
changed, (that is some of you — not 
all of you — ) your way of tloing bus- 
iness with this concern and instead 
of dealing directly with us as here- 
tofore you have concluded to deal 
with us through others. For this rea- 
son and this reason only we think it 
best, under the circumstances, that 
you should finish up your work, bring 
in your books and our relations 
should be severed, with the under- 
standing, however, that at any time 
you wish to resume the old relations 
with tis, we will be glad to have you 
return I want this severance of rela- 
tions to be pleasantly accomplished. 
I do not want you to have any hard 
feelings towards us and ~we certainly 
will have none towards you, for we 
recognize it as one of the God-given 
rights of man to sell his labor as he 
pleases, and if he can sell it better 
through ah organization he has a per- 
fect right to do so. We have never 
objected to those In our employ be- 
longing to unions and" never shall. It 
is a privilege we do not attempt to 
interfere with, and we are not at all 
antagonistic to unions; t>ut we do 
take exception to the policy you now 
propose to employ to adjust griev 
ances in the shop, in view of the fact 
that we have always been able to ad- 
just them aihorig ourselves and noth- 
ing has arisen to cause" us to doubt 
our abtnty to "do so In the future. 


"I do not believe any man should 


bo debarred from working in his shop 
because he belongs to a union, or be- 
cause 'he does notir belong to one; nor 
do I think -it good for the cause of 
workmen or employers to settle diffi- 
culties by means that (deprive others 
of .the chance to - work, when they 
want and need employment. 


"Several of our people got through 


last nteht and got thrbugb solely be- 
cause they did not want to get Into 
this affair, and ot course. If your de- 
parmcnt should hold out it 
means 


some four or five hundred more men 
will bo without employment which is 
a hqird hip none of them deserve and 
yot it !G a sure ra«ult of cuch a line

In the last report of tbe commission 


of tte general land office at Washing- 
ton tie following statement 5s made: 


Irrigated agriculture, 
as representing 


the leading industry Jn the future of a 
vast portion of the country, and in par- 
ticulcr of the arid region, is rapidly forc- 
ing to the front the question of irriga- 
tion as one of the great national issuer of 
the day, strice without water there can V>c 
no agriculture, and In like manner tht 
need for irrigation is equally forcing to 
the front the question of forest i>reservi- 
tion, alnce without forests there can be 110 
uater. Forests are an essdcUul factor in 
any iichcme of irrigation of sufficient mag- 
nitude to contemplate the reclamation ot 
our fix or more millions of acres of irri- 
gabl» lands which axe now and. 


That irrigation depends upon the -wn 


ter supply and that the -water supply 
depends upon the forests is potent, 
and the necessity of maintaining the 
forests tor this if for no other reason 
is equally apparent. There are substi- 
tuted in plenty for wood in the con- 
struction of buildings, of barns and of 
fences, but there can be 110 substitute 
for ugriculture. 
AVe must have wheat 


and corn and vegetables. The ncops 
sity of forest preservation for the rec 
laniation of the great an-as of public 
lands now wholly arid HI the no\\ 
states and territories finds au oquai 
demand in the older states, where land 
now arable is in danger of becoming 
arid by tlie destruction of the forests 
If the fertility of our boil is to be 
maintained, the forests must be pre- 
served.

In the last report of the commission 


of tte general laud office at Washing- 
ton the following statement is marie. 


Irrtgated agriculture, as representirp; 


tho leading industry In tho luture of a 
vast portion of the country, and in par- 
ticular of the arid region, is rapidly forc- 
ing io the front the question ot irr'ga- 
tion fts one of the great nanoral issue;, of 
the day. kince without water tluro tan IK 
no agriculture, and in like manner thr 
need for irrigation is equal]v forcing to 
the front the question of forest pieserva- 
tlon, since without forests there can be no 
Tvater. Forxbts are an o-ssectial fa<tor in 
any nchcmp of irrigation of sufficient mag- 
nitude to contemplate the reclamation of 
our fix or moru mHlions ot acres ot irri- 
gabl* lands which are now arid. 


That irrigation depends upon the wa 


ter supply and that the water supply 
depends upon the forests is poienl, 
and the necessity of maintaining the 
forests for this if for no other reason 
is equally apparent. There are substi- 
tutes in plenty for wood iu tho con- 
struction of buildings, of barns and of 
fences, but there can be no substituu- 
for agriculture. "We must liuvc whe.it 
and corn nnd vegetables. The neces 
sity of forest preservation for the ico 
lamation of the great areas of public 
lands now wholly and 
111 the new 


states and territories linds an oqiuu 
demand iu the older states, where laud 
now arable is in danger of becoumij," 
arid by the destruction of the- forests 
If the fertility of our soil is to he 
maintained, the forests uiut,t be pre- 
served.

American republic that I* contribut- 
ing to the interest of the news of the 
day; nearly every one of them is do- 
ing ttnore or less In that line. 
Two of the most energetic and pro- 
gressive of them, Chili and Argentina 
have astonished the world by an ex- 
hibition of good sense; 
they have 


submitted a boundary dispute that 
threatened to involve them in a war 
that would be calamitous to 
both, 


however It might turn out, to arbitra- 
tion; and have agreed to stop trying 
to outdo each other In the creation of 
a, navy, and to offer for sale to other 
powers the vrar ships now being built 
for them In Europe. 


Brazil and Bolivia also, that have 


been threatening to go to war over 
the possession of a great rubber-pro- 
ducing district, the 
ownership of 


which la claimed by both, have ap- 
parently thought better of it, and will 
settle the dispute by talking instead 
of 
fighting.

One of 
these presidents, we are not sure 
which one, has declared a blockade 
of Amapala, the 
principal port of 


Honduras, but as Honduras has not 
even a pretence of a navy It is not 
likely that the blockade will serious- 
ly interfere with 
commerce. 
The 


Pacific squadron of the United States 
has been ordered to Amapala, as a 
hint to both factions that American 
interests must be respected, and al- 
though there are but four vessels in 
the squadron, it is powerful enough 
to take full charge of the pesky lit- 
tle alleged republic if necessary. 


The representatives at Washington 


of the other Central American repub- 
lics, Nicaragua, Costa Rica, Salva 
dor and Guatemala, have called on 
Secretary Hay to see if the United 
States will not do something to pre- 
vent the general revolt against the 
governments of those countries which 
It Is feared will arise from the exam 
pie of Honduras, and perhaps result 
In producing conditions that it will 
take many years to overcome; but 
the secretary made it plain that this 
country cannot take any part in the 
political affairs of the Latin repub 
lies. If they want to keep eternal!) 
in a muss this country will not at 
tempt to prevent them, but will do 
its beat to conserve the interests of 
this country and its citizens.

occupation, the carrying on of which 
Is a violation: of law. 


Sec. 18. No license shall be grant- 


ed for the traffic in liquors in any 
building, or upon any premises estab- 
lished as a penal institution, indus- 
trial school, asylum, state hospital 
or poor-hou*e, and if such buildings 
or premises other than a county jail 
or state prison, be situated in a town, 
not within one half-mile of any build- 
ing or premises so occupied; nor in 
any building, yard, booth or other 
place which shall be on the same 
street or avenue within two hundred 
feeet of a building occupied exclu- 
sively as a church or a schoolhouse, 
the measurements to be taken in a 
straight line from the centre of the 
nearest entrance of the building used 
for such church or school, to the 
centre of the nearest entrance of the 
place in which the liquor traffic is de- 
sired to be carried on, provided this 
subdivision of section IS shall not 
apply to hotels used as such on Janu- 
ary 1, 1903. 


Sec. 19. All license fees received 


by the license boards In the different 
cities and towns of the state, under 
the provisions of this act, shall be 
paid over forthwith to the respective 
treasurers of such cities and towns, 
and said treasurer shall annually, in 
the month of November, pay over to 
the state treasurer all moneys so re- 
ceived by them from said license 
boards, together with a sworn state- 
ment of the sources from which such 
moneys were derived; the names of 
the licensees and the classes of li- 
censes. and1 the street and number in 
each city or town, where possible, at 
which the traffic In liquors is carried 
one, first deducting, however, from 
the amount so paid to the state treas- 
urer, the cost of maintenance of the 
license board in such city or town for 
the current year. The state treasur- 
er shall pay back the money so re- 
ceived from all the treasurers of the 
cities and towns of the state to all 
the cities and towns of the state, in 
the same manner and at the same 
titme as the literary fund is now paid 
back to such cities and towns. 


Sec. 20. If a person holding a li- 


cense shall desire to transfer to and 
carry on such business for which the

cense is issued, except a pharmacist, 
may sell, assign and transfer such li- 
cense during the time for which it 
was granted to any other person not 
forbidden to traffic in liquors under 
this act, who may thereupon carry 
on the business for which such li- 
cense was issued upon the terms de- 
scribed in tt, if such traffic is not pro' 
hibited therein by this act, during 
the balance of the term of such li- 
cense, with the same rights and sub- 
ject to the same liabilities as the 
original owner 
tlbereof,

tion and bond by such purchaser in

or given away, any liquors: 


First, To a minor under the age of 


eighteen years, nor to such minor for 
any other person. 


Second, To any intoxicated person. 
Third, To any habitual drunkard. 
Fourth, To any person where notice 


in writing has been given forbidding 
sale to such person from the parent,, 
guardian, husband, wife, or child of 
such person over sixteen years of age1 
or by any magistrate or overseer of 
the poor of a town, by any prosecut- 
ing attorney, or any of the county 
commissioners. 


Sect- 25. No person shall sell, fur- 


nish or expose for sale or give away 
liquors: 


First, On Sunday. 
Second, Or on any other day except 


between the hours of six in

morning and ten at night. 


Third, On the day of any general 


or special city election or town meet- 
Ing. 


Fourth, On any state or national 


legal holiday; but the provision of 


this sub-division shall 
not prevent 


holders of licenses of the first class 
from serving liquors to

Sect 26. It shall not be lawful, 
1. To sell or expose for s?le or to 


have on the premises where liquors 
are sold, any liquor which is adultera- 
ted with any deleterious drug, sub- 
stance or liquid which is poisonous 
or injurious to the health. 


2. To permit any girl or woman 


not a member of his family or know- 
ingly permit any person known to 
have been convicted of a felony, to 
sell or serve any liquor upon the 
premises.

The work of the Ciric Improvement 


league of St. Louis to improve and 
beauufy that city is attracting a great 
deal of attention, and village Improve- 
ment societies in many parts of the 
country are adopting some of the 
league's methods to good advantage, 
Those who are interested in town im- 
provement may get some valuable sug- 
gestions from the following article pub- 
lished in the St. Louis Post-Dispatch. 
in v.hicli the secretary of the league 
tells what the organization has accom- 
plished: 


The Civic Improvement league of St. 


Louis is not quite one year old, and 
yet its membership is 1,200. The fees 
are |2 a year. That keeps up the ex- 
penses. Headquarters are necessary. 
and there is the cost of literature, cor- 
respondence and lectures. 


The league has already demonstrated 


the possibilities of SL Louis. It is not 
expected to make it a second Paris in a 
moment, but it is seen that very much 
can be done in a very few years toward 
Us beautification and its sanitation. 


The wholesale cleaning of alleys and 


the much better cleaning of streets are 
due in part to the work of the league, 
which has received the strongest possi- 
ble support from the mayor and the 
street commissioner. 


The Civic Improvement league "would 


not ha\ e been created in vain if it hud 
accomplished nothing save the intro- 
duction of playgrounds for the chil- 
dren of the tenement house districts. 
Three such playgrounds were opened 
last year, one near the Ashley building, 
at Ashley and Collins streets, another 
at Eighth and Rutger streets and a 
third at Tenth, between Can- and Bid- 
die streets. 


Sand piles, swings and shower baths 


were provided, and the children's play* 
ground committee in charge of public 
Bchool playgrounds co-operated and 
furnished us watchers. The main thing 
was to teach the children games. They 
knew bow to fight, but they knew little 
about" play. 


Children who bathed soon demanded 


that they be given baths at home. 
Clean children are likely to breed clean 
homes and clean parents. With clean 
children, clean parents and clean homes 
we shall have a clean city, not ;i bad 
result from so small nn investment as 
is embodied in the three playgrounds. 


We are getting a great many letters 


from Missouri and Arkansas, where in- 
terest in the experiments in St. Louis 
is most intense. The cities and towns 
of MisTOUii are beginning to see that 
there is something in civic improve- 
ment of interest to them, and Ihey are 
asking that literature be sent them. 


The sanitary 
committee 
of 
the 


league is doing a A ast amount of vnlu- 
ble work. The sanitary committee is 
interested in the work being done for a 
proper billboard ordinance. The otic 
now a law is a makeshift. Billboards 
are the most insanitary things imag- 
inable when not in accord with proper 
regulations; garbage is dumped behind 
them. They are also a menace to the 
fire department when they are so long 
and so low that firemen cnu neither get 
nround them nor under them. 


We arc urging upon the city the ap- 


pointment cf lady sanitary inspectors. 
Assistant Health CouinuhMoiier Fran- 
cis says he is in favor of such inspect- 
ors. Other cities and towns ha\u tlit-ui 
aud results are good. 


The Third ward mothers' committee 


!s working hand in baud with the Civic 
Ioipro\euu>nt league. Miss Ida Pevey 
of the Social Settlement at 1220 Uorth 
Broadway is loading the work the 
committee is doing It is made up of 
mothers in the vicinity of the Ashley 
building, and sanitary conditions nre 
i oported. The result is going to be a 
Kenornl cleaning up and n saving of 
cluld and adult life.

INFLATING BALLOONS ON THE LAWN AT 


PKOFESSOK METEBS' FAKM. 


hothouse system of balloon culture, in- 
vading even his parlor in the search 
for a place where the freshly varnished 
silk can dry rapidly. 


He is at all times willing to talk 


about his occupation and will go to 
great pains to give the visitor to his 
farm an adequate Idea of the industry 
that is carried on there. He soou lots 
bis guest know that balloons, like pri- 
vate yachts, are not things in which 
the average person can indulge, point- 
ing out that a three man balloon from 
twenty-eight to thirty feet in diameter, 
witb netting complete, will cost from 
$500 to $1,500, according to the grade 
of material rtsed. 


In the higher class balloon the pro- 


fessor uses pougee silk principally. 
This comes In pieces about nineteen 
yards long and nineteen Inches wide 
and is sewed together in strips 100 
yards long before being carefully var- 
nished. These strips have then to bo 
thoroughly dried, else the complete bal- 
loon would be a failure. 


Mrs. Meyers is as great an enthusiast 


ns is her husband, and like him she 
does not believe that a careful aeronaut 
can ever moot with disaster. She her- 
self has made many ascensions and 
holds the record for the highest ascen- 
sion made in America witb a natural 
gas balloon". It took place at Franklin.

Just bow high 
sho really did go can never be known, 
for she went beyond the recordlug 
limit of the aneroid barometer with 
which the balloon was equipped. Her 
knowledge of air currents is wonder- 
ful, and tbe professor relates how It en- 
abled her on one occasion to make an 
ascension In Utloa and land at tlieir 
homo, as she bad said she would do.

Professor Meyers can lay claim to famo. 
In 1900 there was exhibited at St. 
Louis an aerial torpedo manufactured 
by him. This little machine, for tbp 
model shown was only about thirteen 
foot long, gyrated around the big area 
In which it was exhibited, and its evo- 
lutions woro n source of perpetual mys- 
tification to the experts. Tho motive 
power was in evidence, for the 
through which an electric current 
furnished trailed behind it.
